Shall We Abandon the Union Republican

Organization ?
Tux object of the Philadeiphin Conven womn, us
avowed by those who have been instramental in
getting it vp, I8 1o inangurate soch measures ns
shall lead to o trangfer of the political power of
the nation from the Union Republican party to
some other organization. The people are ask=d
to believe thut the organization through which
theyacted in conducting the Government duriog
the perilous hours of rebellion is no longer
worthy of their contidence. They are nsked to
take the settlement of the vast and momentlons
questions growing out of our late civil war out
of the hands of the party which carried that
war to an honorable und suceessful econclusion,
and to entrust it to other and far different
hands,

Upon this proposition we might remark, in the
first place, that if such a chapge is to be made,
there should be very grave and weighty censons
therelor.

The Union party 18 » vasl and powerful orga,
nization, It comprises within its ranks a very
large majority of all the persons who, in our
late dreadful civil contest, were the open, per-
gistent, and efficient frends of the Union, Its
lenders and represeutatives are among the ablest,
most experienced, and most skilful statesmen of
our country. Toey are men who, for the most
part, have been many years in publie life, are
familinr with the routiue of government, and
are skilled in the details of practical legislution.
Moreover, they are very pemcrully men who
have mude the conflicting ydeas and principles
which underhe the vital guestions of the hour
their lite-long study.

Stlil further, the prineiples of the Union Re
publican party arve conlessedly liberal, They
are diatmelively Americen, They are the logieal
outgrowth of the tundamental idess of all goy-
ernment by the people. If free iastitutions are
really possible: it the enjoyinent of wyual
political rights by the poople 1= av all feasible:
if true democracy s ever attainable: it
sell-government is something of which
the peopls, 88 distinguisbed irom favored
classes, are truly capuble,—then, most cer
tainly, the principles of the Republican party
ire the true and only ones upon which all these
thinge can be realized. It would be absurd to
expect a liberal policy ol governmental action
frow a party which makes no protensions to [ibe-
ral ideas, Itwould be preposierous to look for
protection of the people’s rights from a party
that believes only in the rights of special and
fuvored classes, Men are surely never beller
than their professions. Our ‘“*Conservaiives,”
as they delight to call themeelves, protess nof to
believe in equal rights. They scout at the idea
of true demoeracy, What to ns are glorioos and
inspiring truths, worth striving atter and, If
necessary, dying for, are to them meare “abstrac
tions,” or, at the best, only “‘glittering generali-
tics,” How, then, can we look to such a party
to help turther on the grent work of human pro.
gresy and well-being? How can we expeet em
to assist us in rendizing in this country those
noble ideas of government which have been
handed down to us, as a precious heirloom, by
the Fathers of the Republic? Do men gather
grapes ot thorns, or tigs ot thistles?

Unee more—the Union Republican party has
a grand and inspiring history. Its record is
brilliunt and glorious. Political annals may be
searched in vain for a parallel instance, where a
party, in the short space of five years, has inin
gurated =0 many greai and beneficent measures
of public policy. The wdmission of Kunsys; the
Homestead law: the Paclfic Rallroad act; free
dom in the Territories; reedom at the Capital
and finally, by Constitutional amendment, free
dom throughout the land: the Civil Rizhts
law,—all of these constitute a series of great
public acts with which any man or set of men,
may be proud o have their nues assoclated.
Compared with these beneficent measnres inso-
gurated by the party of freedom, how do auen
things as the Missouri Compromise. the Gap
Resolutions, the Fugitive Slave hill, the Le-
compton swindle, aud the Dred Scott decision
stand out 88 lurld landmarks along the pathway
of our national history !

But the crowning glory of the U'nion Repub-
lican party is that it earried the country safely
through the perils of civil war, It found the
governmental edifice in lames, and 1 put them
out, The ruccessiul sdministration of so greag
& Government 88 ourd in & time of peace oven is
a difficult afur—how vastly more diificult In
the midst of internal convulsion and armed
rebeliion !

such ls the Union Republican party in its
organization, its priuciples, and its history. Is
there aoght in either to make any man who has
over houestly belonged (o it desite to leave it?
If party devotion is ever allowable, is 1t not
here? And what good reason can now be olfered
o any true Union man why he should leave an
organization which bas proved isell so wise, so
useful, so patriotic in the past? It the men
who love the Unlon, and have stood by it in the
day of trial, and have perilled Ufe and spent
property in ils servioe, cannot now osave it, will
those who hate it and have been secking to
overthrow it be likely to do 80?  Are the people
ready to commit their desiinies and those
ol their children into the hands of the
men who fought to destroy the Union
on the one hand, or deglared the
war In its defense a fatlure on the other?
What s there in the past history of dough faces
and proslavery Conservatives, and Copperheads,
and Rebel symputhizers, snd Rebels themsolves,
that should make us anx10us {ust now to put the
political power of the nation fnto their hauds?
The whole end and alm of the approaching
Convention Is to secure the overthrow of the
Unien Bepublivan orgauizstion. What shall

Lake it place, what {0 theore to (ake it place,
but an organization controlled and (Hreeted hy
these men? Grant that a few wonk knoed and
office-anxlous Union men go into the organiza-
tion, yot what wili they amount to? It i* the
masses of m  party that control it and
give tone to it—not the camp-follower
and deserters from other organizations; and
the masses of tals new organization, whether
it absorh the sham Democracy or ths sham
Demoeracy absorb it, will be nona other
than the men who, In 18684, shouted themselvos
hoarse for MeOnsruan and PaNdLrToN, on a
platform which solemnly declared the war for
the Union a “fallure,”

Let no trne Union man, therefore, unless he
desires 1o write incon<iétiney, dighonor and
disgrace upon his past most honorable record,
think for o moment of abandoning his parly.
There is no reason why be should abandon it:
there isevery reason why he shonld net.

The Army Bill ns Passed.

Tax subject of the reorgunization of the army
enlled ont as much discussion during the late
session of Congress fs almost any other measure
before that body, and #o greatl was the diversity
of views that it seemod impossible to combing
strength enough upon any propoged bill to pass
it, During the closing hours of the session,
however, & Conference Committer ot the two
Houkes gncceeded in serecing upon & bill, and i
wus tinally pas<ed, and i now a law, This new
army law providea:—

That the military peace estublishment of the
United States shall Lerealter consist of five
regiments of artillery, len reguments of
cavalry, snd filty regiments of wfantry, all
ol which, ineluding the professors and the corps
of cudets of the United States Military Aca
demy, and such other forees as shell be provided
tor by this act, shall be known as the Army o
the United States,

The five regiments of artillery are to consist
of the five regiments now organized: and the
1=t, 2d, 3d, and 4'h reciments of ariillery shal
huve the same orpanization as is now prederibed
by law for the 6th regiment of artillery: Pro-
vided, that the regimental adjutants, quarter-
masters, and commissaries shall nerewfier be
extra first and second lieutenants, selected
from the lieutenant= of the regiments.

To the six resiments of cavalry now in the
service there are to be added tour regiments,
two of which shall be composed of colored
men. having the =:ame organization a8 18 now
provided by law for cavilry regiments, the
first and second heutenants of which shall be
saleeted from the oflicers and soldiers of the
volunieer cavalry, and two-thirds of the officers
in each of the grades above that of first Lieu-
tenant shall be selected from among officers of
the volunteer cavalry, and one-third from the
officers of the regular army, who have served
two years in the field during the war, and have
been distinguished for capacity and good
conduct,

The infantry regimenta ure 1o consist of ten
compunies ench. Four regiments are to he of
colored troops, and four reaiments ol the Vote-
ran Reserves,

All vacanzies in the grades of Grst aud second
lientenant shall be sclected from among the
officers nud coldiers, apd one-lialf of the vacan-
cies in grades above that ol first lievtensnt shall
be filled by seiections from among the officers
of volunteers, and onc-haslf from the officers and
soldiers of the regular army who have served
two years during the war, and have been distin-
guished for capacity und good conduct in the
field.

The Veteran Reserve Cotps is to be officered
by officers of the army or volunteers who have
been wounded in the hine of duty.

Yolunteer officers Lo be selected for ap-
pointmeni under the provisions ol this a~t snall
be distributed as nearly a8 may be wmong the
states in proportion to the number of troops
furnshed duringz the war, Califoruia, Nevada,
and Oregon are not included in this provision.

Eanclh regiment of infantry 18 to have one
colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, one major, one
adjutant, and exura first heutenant, one regi-
mental guartermaster, an extra first heutenant,
ten captains, ten first and ten second lientenants,
one sergeant-major, one quartermaster-sergeant,
one hospitsl steward, one commiseary-sergeant,
two principal musicians, and ten companies;
and ench compuny shall have one capuain, one
firzl and one second lieutenant, one first ser
gegnt, fonr sergeants, eight corporals, two
artificers, two musicians, one wagoner, and fifty
privates, and the number of privates may be
mereased to oae hundred, at the diseretion of
the President.

Fifteen brigade bunds are provided for,

All enlistments into the army akall herealter
be for a term of five years for cavalry, and three
sears for infantry and avtillery,

It shall be competent to enlist men who have
been wounded, provided their wounds do not
incaphcitate them tor army or other light duty,

There shall be to the army one general, one
Hewenant-general, five major-generals, and ten
Lrigadier-generals, who shall have the same pay
and emoluments, and be entitled to the same
stall officers in number and grade, us is now pro-
vided by law,

The various departments of the army are {ully
reorganizel,

Sutlers are abolished ufter July 1, 1867,

The most sweeplng reform im the whole bill,
and one which will meet universal approval,
relates to the method of appointment, which 1s
hereatter 1o be strictly by examination, The
langusge of the 1w upon this importaut point is
as follows:—

*No oF cer of the regular army below the rask
ol colonel shall hereaiter be promoted to
bigher grade before having passed satisfuctory
exawiustion as to his Atvess for promotion and
past record of services before a hoard of three
general officers, or officers of his corps or arm of
gervice, senior to him 1o rank. Age should the
officer inil said examinution, be shall he sus.
pended from promotion for one Yeur, when he
shall be re-examined, and upen o second falyre
shull be aropped from the rolls ol the gryy:
Provided, that if any officer be found uniit for
promotion on account of moral dwqualification
he shall not be entitled to re-exanination, '

“The adjutant-genecal, quartermaster general,
commissary-2encral ol sabastence, surgeon-
general, vaymaster-general, chief of engineers,
sud chicl of orduance, shall hereafter be ap-
pointed by selection from the corps to which
they belong. No person shall be appointed to
any vacancy created by this wot in the pay
medical, or quartermaiter’s departments, unui
ge nlu:uli have passed the examination requived

y law,

“No person shall be commissioned in any of
the regimeunts suthorized by this act gntll he
shall have passsd satisfsotory examioation be-
fore a board o be convenad underthf tion
of the Beoretary of W , Which sbal) ulre
hhuniunun‘mdﬂﬂuthom,lum

olty and qualifications of the applicants; and
such appolntment, when made, ahall be withoot
regard to previous rank, but with sole regard to
qualifications and meritorions  services, and
perrons applring tor commissions in any o’ the
regiments nuthorized by this act shall be en itle i
to mileage, if apnointed, and & sommi-sion, but
no other compensation,”

To erown the whole, the act provides that no
person shall be appointed undoy 3t who haa beon
in the Rebel naval or civil service, but any such
appointment siuall be illegal and void,

From the summary we have given of this act,
It will be seen to embody many reformatory
obaraoteristics, and will doubtless contribute
materially to the efliciency of the army.

The Speaker of the House of Representas
fives,

Hox, Samvru J. Raxparn, one of the most
pirtisan members of the Demoeratic #ide of the
Housa, moved the following appropriate resola-
tion Immedintely previous to the dnal adjourn-
ment of the tirst session of the Thirtyv-nnth Con«
CTCRR:- '

“Resotoed, That the thanks of the members of
the House of Representatives are eminently due
to the Hon. Scaoynen Conrax, for the dignided,
impartial, and decorous manner in which he has,
during the present session of Congress, dis-
chatged the duties of his position, and & truth-
ful recoguition of such services is herewith
given,”

The unanimous adoption of such & resolution,
when it i= not customary to (hank the Speaker
until tiie inal termination of the Congress itsalt,
I8 u fitting opportunity for the Union press to re-
vert to the services performed by Hon, Sonuyner
Courax i wid of the Union cause. The Speaker
i# slill a comparatively young man, not heing
more than forty, His first eutrance into public
itle wia ar the time of the Kansas troubles in
1866, when his able ~peech in oppo<ition to the
tyrannical laws of the Buchanan Admiunistration
brought him prominently into notice, He was
nommated for Congress in that year, and has
just now recelved his sixth renomination.

He was selected for Speaker’iu 1863, and was
re-clected in 16865, The fact that the cheers for
“our noble Speaker” were proposed by Mr,
Strovse, a bitter Demoerat, and giuen with a
will, 18 the best evidence of thal ywmpartiality,
dignity, and courtesy which has marked his
oflicinl conduet, The sessions o! the House of
Kepresentutives are generally mest turbulent
If wonored by sn admission 1o
the floor, the prevailing impression is, that there
15 no business domng, The members stand to-
getherin eroups, nnd hold small quarrels in loud
tones of volee—a geueral confusion prevanls.
There seems to be no such thing as order. A
gentlewan rises on the other side and makes a
motion which, te the visitor, is perfectly inau-

asscmbadis,

dible: but the quick esr ot the Speaker
hus detected ite  purport, A sharp rap
with s  gavel, and the molion s

put in a few rapid words, Anothsr member
rises to a point of order. e = evidently indig-
nant at what he considers a breach of privi
lege. In a few clear sentences all doubt is
di-pelled, and the Demoorat as well ns the Re-
publichn join in rhauis for the uniying ot the
Gordinn knot. Rapid and nervous in his utter-
anece, with mild sand genial smile, he succeeds
in pleasing members who made the point, und
\he entire opposition is overruled,

It requires particular tact to keep order in an
asgembloge in which chaos is continually en-
croaching, and few men possess this quality
more than Mr, Conrax, His conduet in the
case of Genersl Rovsseav is a fair specimen of

that delicacy which ha: ever governed his
actions. Dircoted by w party vote Lo pronounce

a censure c¢n the member, he pertormed his
duty with evident reluctance, and such rapidity
and inarticulation that no one but those in his
immediate vicinity knew tha: the censure hud
been pronounced. General Rousgrav was kept
standing less than a minute, and then he only
heard communicated to him the fact that a
resolution had been adopted, without sny of the
malignity which » predecessor had the bad taste
to indulge in. The consequence was that both
Demecratie and Republican members joined i
praising the delicacy of the presiding officer,
and what would have made many a man ene-
mies only added to the long list of Speaker
CoLrax's Inends,

e goes home to Indinna to be returned once
more to the seal which he has so well tilled,
Hia letter to the nominating Convention isa
model ot force and freedom in  expression,
There 18 no vulger denunciation, there s no
bitter invective, but he caimly stales his views,
and every render feels sure that the writer of
that letter will stand to the views he has
expressed. He has done good service in the
cause of our lund, and, it his life is spared, will
yet be heard from in higher places, He ira
thorough specimen of American public men;
ever] self-reliunt and practical, his mind has
been moulded by the great events in which he
has been engaged, and thrones have found no
place in his logic ot events, His recent spesch
upon closing the House was characterized by
that propriety sud good taste which he hus ever
displayed, and we leel sure we express only the
sentiments of both parfies when we bestow on

him all encominms as a mode) Spenker, an
upright patriot, and au arcomplished gentleman,

The End of the War between Prussin
and Austria.

Tuaxgs to the successtul laying of the Atlantic
telegraph cable, we have news from Burope
down to iast Friday. A ireaty ol penace has
been signed between Prussia and Austria, so
that the most remat kuble war of modern times,
whetber we consider its brevity or its astonish
ing results, bas come toaclose. 1o less than
two mounths since the first gon was tired, Prus-
gin bins conquered ull Germanpy, and has digiated
terms to the fallen House of Hapsburg at the
gates of Vienna.

The terms of the treaty of peace which has
followed this almost miraculous war are not yet
made known; but there can be no doubt that Prus-
fia hos dictated whatever she plensed, Austria
may not have been deprived of any of her own
proper lerritory, since advices by a previou:
arrival represented Prussis as declaring that she
did not wish to incorporate Bohemis and
Moravia into her own lmlis; buot Austria has
evidently censed to ve one of the Germanie
powers, Prussia is lefl supreme there,

Whal changes these zreat events will produce
in Europe it is impossible to foresee, Prussia,
Bt & single bound, has achleved a controlling
Poiition pmong the nations of the earth, Italy
is probably redeewed from foreign rule, and left
free to work out & noble destiny. Austria can no
longer be considered one of the “'great powers.”
France has at last s rival whom she will both

fear and respect, Bramank, for the U t loast,
is the grent man of Burope, St Jne
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The Atlantio Telegraph Cable a Suoccoss
Homax perseverance in s« great and worthy
work has never boen more signally rewar led, if
we may judee from present appearances, than in
the final sucoessful lnying of the Atlantlo tele
graph cable between Great Britain and this con-
tinent. Repeated failures in Iaying the cable,
the sinking of a large sum o! money in the enter-
prise, and, more discouraging thap all elss, the
fullure of the first cable laid to perform Its
work, bad shaken the confldence of all exeept
the boldest and most sangaine in the fessibility
of the enterprise. Probably, to the indomitable
spirit of our illustrions tellow conntryman, Mr.
Cyrus Fiowp, the world is indebted that the
work was not long ago abandoned. He had
farth in it from the first. Diffioulties, discourage-
ments, di=asters, and inilnres only nerved him
to stronger and more determined efforts. At
last he 15 enabled w0 announce that the cable 15
successfully lald, and, what i= of equal lmport-
unce, i= in perfeet workine order,

Of conrse it is impossible 1o say thal the oable
will cortainly continue to work well, but =o
great have been the late improvements in the
construction ol telegraphic eables, and in the
instruments used ir their practieal operation,
that we have every reason to be confident In the
full success of the enterprise. Signals wore
repeatedly sent through the whole ool of 2400
miles before the cable was put on shipboard.
During the operation ol laying the cable, com-
munieation was constantly kept up with the
shore end, and now that it is entirely Ianid, we
ure assured by Mr, ¥1gwp it isin “perfect working
orver.”

The first news over the new cable nnnounces
the termmation ol the woar begween Prussia ana
Austrin. It is o significant colncidence that one
of the earlier messaces throueh the old eable in
IM68 was also » peace messaue ! Happy, indeed,
wotld it be for mankind it only messages ol
peace and good-will should continue to be
flashed between the two homispheres,
